famine aieas Attempts aie being made to show that r°ally 
such a bad situation as has been pictuied does not exist 
Thousands of labourers in these aieas have no piopet woik 
and they aie not given tiie work suitable foi them Peasants 
who have woiked on the land foi years are made to do metal 
woik to wludi they are not accustomed When in fact the 
need of the hour IS bunding the e peasants aie asked to bieak 
stones I trust that tifis aspect of the matter wiH be 
t^en into consideration Another matter which I wish to 
bimg to the notice of the Government is theii callous atti 
tude towards ceitain tahiqaa of Warangal distncft wheie the 
aboiigmals are eating ceitain poisonous leots as they have 
not got sufficient foodgiains I urge upon the Government to 
pay necessaiy attoation to this mattei which is an import 
ant one aa lakhs of people are mvolved in it 

Commg to the problem of unemployment Sir I have to 
pomt out ttat the unfortunate Unempbyment Enquiry Com 
mittee whatoh was appointed 1^ thia House could do probably 
nothmg in the matter except to meet twice or thnce ThiB 
Committee ca'mot solve this problem and auggesbons that are 
made l^ such a Committee also cannot solve the problem of 
unemployment The problem is getting aggiavated and the 
statMti s of the Unemployment Bureau show that ttie number 
of registrations for eanploymemt has uKSreased to about 
40 000 Government have to take a aenoiia viBw of the pro- 
l)tem Tbe \m fte Ghi?f Jdimster wmot aatiaEy ua by tell 
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mg that the Govenunent have appointed an Unemployment 
Enqu ly Committee and that it wall do the needful Plana 
on paper c-uinot bo1t?i the pioblem II w one of nov dug 
hi ead and as audi cannot be solved by a Committee Govern 
ment shall have to make senoua enoita to see ttiat m the 
flist place there is no retreinchment eilhei m Induatnea or 
in the Government Departm nts This s a vitil pioblcn and 
mu t be dealt with immediately The ph^ht of unemployed 
m the Cities and i|ti the villages must be boiiiiB an mmd and 
proper methods have to be evolved to provide these people 
with employment I hope Government will take necessary 
■jteps m this d Taction Spenally in the City of Hydeiabad 
this pioblem has taken ouch <i9i oui turn that in the Mulk 
novement people were piepaied to face bullets ami wanted 
to ventilate their gnevances to the Government Let the 
Government realise the senousness of tha problem and I hope 
theie will not be a repetition of such iiciifents 

Coming to the suhjeot of Community Projects it has been 
piomised that one block will be given to Marathwada In 
fad- 1 have got my own misgivmgs ahoit these commumty 
projects b cnuae I feel — as I expressed previously before the 
House — ^that a mere technical developmeint of the areas can
